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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in response to Applicant's remarks, pages 3-6, 
the metal film not adsorbing the surfactants is not claimed in the independent claim. Additionally, "performing only a polishing action, with 
no slurry flow" is not claimed in claim 31 . Therefore, the steps in Singh have not been precluded. Also, [0143] specifically states that the 
sensors are used to detect when the bulk of the metal has been removed from the substrate so that the interval slurry is then used. This 
clearty suggests to one of ordinary skill in the art ane endpoint detection system which uses the thickness of the layer to halt the flow of 
the first slurry and to begin the flow of another. Use of an additionaly slurry has not been precluded. The claim only calls for "polishing 
said sample using said polishing pad for a scond period of time to remove said excess interconnect material". While the Examiner 
understands Applicants position, the clai language has not precluded the broadest interpretation of the reference. Therefore, the rejection 
has been maintained.
